will be felt for week s and months to 
co me in every line of business and 
enterprise, that these conditions eau 
be and must he overcome. 
Lik e the 
citizens of Chicago, and San F r a n­ 
cisco , and Charleston, and Galveston, 
when tremendous eastastrop hes came 
upo n them, the true American spirit 
is manifesting itself. 
Those cities 
suffered losses from lire and e a r th­ 
quake and tidal wave, greatly in e x ­ 
cess of those which the river flood* 
have brought, yet they rose to the 
emergency and on the ruins ol their

and 
public 
fortunes

larger and better than Indore. 
In communication with the outly­ 
ing p a r ts of Jack son county and in 
fact with similar rep orts from other 
counties, there is manifested every­

This is a worthy sp ir­ 
it and y et people all over our coun­ 
try are volunteering and sending m 
their sy mpathy and material a**ist- 
ance, so liberally that there need he 
no eases of real want that shall not 
be met. 
Seym our has been verv 
fortunate 
in escap ing any direct damages from 
the floods as the entire town is above 
any high water that has ever been 
witnessed or that is lik ely to he wit 
nessed in this county. 
In fact, if 
Seym our were Hooded there would he 
only a few k nobs p rojecting above 
the w ater all over Jac k son county. 
O ur immediate lo ss has been trivial 
but we suffer indirectly 
a.s the coun­ 
try which is tributary to our city 
suffers and as the various parts of 
o ur state with which we are 
clo sely 
related in business have suffered. Hut 
in the temp orary business depressiot 
which tlu* flood has brought through 
stop p ing 
the 
natural 
channels
